On 10/10/18 at approximately 0500 hours, the Tulare County Sheriffs Department requested a Lindsay PD K9 
unit to assist in apprehending a subject with a felony warrant. The suspect, Joseph LANGSTON, was advised to 
be hiding under a trailer and was refusing to come out. Dispatch advised that LANGSTON had arrived on the 
property and was threating family members as well as damaging property at the residence. A records check 
showed LANGSTON had active felony warrants and prior arrests for resisting arrest with force. 

Sgt. Eddie Alcantar was working on shift and responded to 21729 Ave 196, Strathmore to assist TCSO Deputies. 
Upon arrival, Sgt. Alcantar was advised that deputies had attempted to use a less-lethal Pepperball gun to gain 
compliance from LANGSTON to surrender, however the Pepperball gun was ineffective. Sgt. Alcantar went to 
the trailer and ordered LANGSTON to come out or he would deploy a police K9, however LANGSTON refused to 
comply. Sgt. Alcantar then retrieved his partner Kris and again gave an announcement that the police K9 
would be deployed if LANGSTON did not come out. LANGSTON replied that he was not coming out and that he 
would fight the dog. 

After giving LANGSTON several minutes to comply with no effect, Sgt. Alcantar placed his partner on a 15 foot 
lead and then deployed him under the trailer. LANGSTON grabbed the police K9 by the neck area and began to 
choke the dog. Sgt. Alcantar began to pull on the K9 lead and call his partner back to him. The K9 was then 
deployed again towards LANGSTON. LANGSTON again tried to assault the police K9. 









Sgt. Alcantar then got under the trailer and ordered Kris to let go of LANGSTON. LANGSTON was taken into 
custody by TCSO Deputies and transported to Sierra View District Hospital for evaluation. LANGSTON was 
treated for several puncture marks on his arms by medical staff, refer to attached photos. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

Based on the circumstances of the case, I believe the use of force in this incident was within department policy 
and compliant with case law. LANGSTON had active felony warrants and had prior arrests for violently 
resisting law enforcement. LANGSTON made threatening statement towards family members at the trailer and 
other less-lethal options had failed prior to deploying the police K9. 

CASE STATUS: 

Case closed.
